He was asked if he was at 1223 War- 
ren street Tuesday night and declined 
to answer. 

Keely said it wouldn't do any harm 
for him to tell the truth, and Blake said 
it wouldn't do any good, either. 

The three men who were locked in 
the ice box were brought in, and Blake 
was walked back and forth in front of 
them. As they looked at him they shiv- 
ered at the recollection of their cold 2% 
minutes in the box. After Blake had 
been taken out of the room by Detective 
Labarge the three men said Blake was 
the man who had held a revolver on 
them in the robbery.

tons showing a $150,000 discrepancy bhe- 
tween the company’s report of assets to 
the stockholders, and the invoise made 
by representatives of the stockholders, 
as told exclusively {n Wednesday’s Post- 


Dispatch. 

James H. Hoskins, who has been in 
charge of the business of the firm since 
the resignation of John H. Tennent as 
@resident, and his son, John H,. Ten- 
nent Jr.. as secretary, presided at the 
meeting. 

George FE. Miller, who is temporarily 
acting as secretary, said that John H. 
Tennent Jr. had not, as reported, left 
Bt. Louis. 

“Mr. Tennent Sr. is ill at his home, I 
wnderstand,”’ said Mr. Miller, ‘‘and his 
eon has been here several times since 
we have been trying to get thing into 
shape.” 

William G. Little of the brokerage 
firm of Little & Hays, who negotiated 
the sale of $300,000 of the company's pre- 


ferred stock, was present at Thursday's 
meeting. 

After the creditors adjourned the pre- 
ferred stockholders met to discuss a 
pian of reorganization, 

One 3 § the stockholders declared to 
@ Post-Dispatch reporter that $200,000 
will be required before the company 
can resume business.

Mr. Hoskins 
Says he is having a report drawn up, 
which will be submit@ed to creditors 
and stockholders. 

It is known that the reports of the 
company's business, as tabulated by 
some of the com any's accountants, 
did not agree with the invoice taken

tives of the firm of Little & Hays. 

These reports, made regularly to 
TAttle & Hays by officers of the com- 
pany, covered a period of four years. 

It was found in one instance, stock- 
holders say, that the value placed on 
the assets of the company was $200.- 
600 above their real worth. 

The company's factory at Twenty- 
third and O’FuNlon streets, where 600 
_ persons are employed, is still in oper- 
ation, 

. The question of operating the fac- 
tory beyond Feb. 1 will be taken up 
by the preferred stockholders. The 
company has been hard pressed by 
creditors within the past few days, 
and stockholders say receivership pro- 
jings are not unlikely. ;

LAST CASE ENDS 


Former Delegate’s Demurrer in 
City Contract Case 
Sustained. 


Charles F. Kelly, former member of 
the House of Delegates, made his final 
appearance in court as a. deféndant 
Thursday when the last case pending 
against him was dismissed. The State 
now has no further claim upon him. 

The proceedings Thursday were in ref- 
erence to a charge of misdemeanor in 
office which has been pending against 
him since June, 1902, the specific alle- 
,€ation being that while a member of the 
House of Delegates he accepted and 
executed contracts for city printing. 

He was once before tried but the 


Court of Appeals sent the case back 
to the Court of Criminal Correction. 

Thursday morning a demurrer to the 
indictment was sustained by Special 
Judge Marion C. Early, Judge Moore 
having disqualified himself because he 
presided at the former trial. The de- 
murrer was based on the contentton 
that the indictment cited a statute re- 
ferring to state officers, whereas Kelly 
was a city officer at the time of the 
alleged offense. 

Judge Early in announcing that: the 
demurrer would be sustained said that 
the indictment as drawn 
ediy defective. 

Kelly was in court looking well and 
smiling.

SIDNEY, Neb., Jan. 18.—Nearly 500 square miles of pra 


ranch Jands were yesterday and 


last night burned over by the 


worst prairie fire seen in Western Nebraska for a decade. Today — 
there are only burned stubble and wrecks of ranches where last — 


week there was one of the finest grazing and agricultural distriets 


in all Western Nebraska. 


While many houses were destroyed, there has been no reported 
loss of life, although entire families may have been wiped outa — 


the burned district. 


Thousands of head of livestock are dead and the barren 
rie is scattered with their carcasses, while many houses are wreck 


and the oecupants are homeless. 


The fire originated from sparks from 
a Burlington Railroad locomotive some 
time after midnight Tuesday night. 
Fanned by a 30-mile wind, the flames 
soon gained headway and rushed across 
the prairie, covered with dry grass, at a 
fearful rate. 

Burning brands were carried far in 
advance of the main fire and started 
‘new blazes, which themselves soon 
became roaring fires. When ranchers 
and farmers awoke in the morning 
the entire heavens were ablaze with 
the light and the smoke, blown ahead 
of the fire, was dense and suffocating. 

The danger to those in the path of 
the coming fire was imminent, and 
only strenuous work on the part of 
those threatened saved many persons 
from death. Ranchers, whose homes 
were threatened, plowed great fur- 
rows around their houses and barns, 
but the flelds. were devastated. 


Towns Are Saved. 
At Lodge Pole the city water works 


together with the furrows plowed on 
the threatened side of the town, 
saved the place from total destruc- 


tion. 
The little town of Mentor lay direct- 
ly in the path of the flames.

Huge brands of burning 
grass and weeds were carried before the 
main flames, and hundreds of these fell 
arrong the houses in the town. There 
are no waterworks there, and wet blan- 
kets were used and bucket brigades 
formed to extinguish the fire where 
buildings were ignited. 

The main fight took place half a mile 
from the town on the side threatened by 
the coming fire. Here half a hundred 
teams were engaged in plowing up a 
section wide enough to prevent the 
flames from jumping over, while behind 
this bulwark stood men, women and 
children, armed with brooms, rakes and 
hees, ready to fight any stray blage 
which succeeded In leaping the plowed 
ground. After two hours’ hard work, 
the town was saved, although several 
houses in the outskirts were burned 


down. <P 

All day yesterday and all night las 
night the fires continued to burn, but 
this morning it is practically out, hav- 
ing stopped at Lodge Pole creek. 


Schools Are Dismissed. 


3ecause of the danger of the wind 
shifting and the blaze taking a new 
course, no schools were in session for 
miles in all directions. The pupils were 
kept at home to help fight possible 
fires. Every one was afraid to venture 
out on the prairies under the condi- 
tions. 

Rural telephone lines are burned In 
every direction, and no news can be re- 
ceived other than -by messengers On 
horseback. Farmers are so worn out 
with the 24 hours’ figfit that little news 
is coming inte the town, but all that 
, reaches here is of disaster.

She says the death of her husband was 
due to a mistake, and is not severe on 


the boy. 

The eider Mathias. conducts a_e sub- 
Postoffice at West Granite in his gen- 
eral store, where he carries a line of 
drugs. Bowne had been suffering from 
pneumonia since Saturday, and Mrs. 
Bowne went to the Mathias store and 
telephoned to Dr. Benjamin H. King, 
asking him to prescribe for her hus- 
band. He said he would do so and in a 
few minutes called up the store. Ross 
answered the telephone. The doctor 
says he thought he was talking to the 
boy’s older brother, who is a pharmacist. 
He prescribed %-grain morphine tab- 
‘ets. 

Although Mr. Mathias says he had re- 
peatedly warned the boy not to sell any 
drugs, the one-grain cubes were given 
by him to Mrs. Bowne. She took them 
home and gave her husband one at 8 
o'clock and another four hours later. 


Doesn’t Want Prosecution. 


Shortly after noon Mr. Bowne feil into 
stupor and his wife, becoming 
alarmed, called Dr. King, and the mis- 
tahe was discovered. Dr. King called 
in Drs. Cowan, Binney and Irwin, and 
all worked on the patient until mid- 
night, trying to save his life. He grew 
steadily worse and died in Granite City 
Hospital. 

Ieleven children were born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Bowne, of whom two died. Tis» 
range in age from 5 to 24 vears. Their 
names are Cecil, Percy, Clifford, Les- 
ter, Earl, Mabel, Ailleen, Bonnie and 
Bernice. 

ifrs. Bowne said Thursday that she 
was already in so much trouble that 
she did not want to have the annoyance 
of an inquest added She said she rec- 
ognized that her husband's death was 
due to a misunderstanding and an acci- 
dent and had no word of censure for the 
boy who made the fatal mistake.

Award in Past Three 
Months. 





MISS TITUS GETS $2500 


Girl Who Saved Teacher’s Life 
Will Receive Education 
Free. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Jan. 18.—In the last 
three months ‘the Carnegie Herod Fund 
Commission has failed to discover one 


hero or heroine, says the official re- 
port just made public. In fact, out ef 
683 cases examined, only 19 awards 
have been made to date, 

In the last three months the Slocum 
steamboat disaster at New York was 
investigated. “No great risk, no real 
act of heroism,” was the verdict on it. 
Another world- famed disaster at sea 
was also turned down by the Hero 
Fund Commission. It was the sink- 
ing of the Sevona with Capt. D. 5S. Mc- 
Donald and six of his crew off Sand 
Tsland Reef in September, 1905. In 
this. as in the Slocum case, the Car- 
négie hero people have found the 
newspapers of the country to have 
been mistaken, putting it mildly, as to 
what heroism really is. 

‘Tt ig not the desire of the commis- 
sion to pose as criticising the reports 
of the newspapers,” said Secretary 
Wilmot, in discussing the Slocum and 
Sevona disasters, “but we have not 
found any instances of real heroism.’ 

Immediate action was ordered on the 
rescue of passengers and crew of the 
Cherokee, off Atlantic City, last Sun- 
day by Capt. Mark Casto and the crew 
of the smack Alberta.

Loss at St. Louis, 


At the winter wheat markets of To- 
ledo, St. Louis, Detroit and Kansas City 
receipts of wheat from July 1 to Nov. 30 
amounted to 47,355,962 bushels, in coen- 
trast with like receipts in 1904 of 42,023,- 
353 bushels, and in 1903 of 40,796,397 
bushels. As compared with the move- 
ments of the preceding year gains were 
made at the markets of Toledo aad 
Kansas City, while slight losses occurred 
at St. Louis and Detroit. 

From Chicago and Chicago points, the 
eastbound trunk line movements of 
grain during November reached a total 
of 15,403,000 bushels, and were more than 
8,000,000 bushels greater than corre- 
sponding movements of either 194 or 
1993. Similar shipments during the first 
11 months of the current year aggre- 
gated 100.001,000 bushels, as against 80,- 
177,000 in 1904, and 73,990,000 bushels in 
1903. 

Year’s Increase in Cattle. 

Live stock movements at interior cen- 
ters during November were not so 
heavy as for the like month in 1904, 
At the markets of Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha, St. Louis, St. Joseph and 
St. Paul receipts of lve stock reached 
a total of 3,539,773 head, as compared 
with 3,530,806 head in 1944. During the 
first 11 months of 196, however, similar 
arrivals at these cities oe Pete 84,- 
949,604 head, and were over 2,400,000 head 
greater than similar receipts for the 
corresponding month of the preceding 
year. Gains were made in the arrivals 
of all classes of animals, the increase in 
the receipts of hogs and sheep reach- 
ing nearly a million head in each in- 
stance. 

At Chicago, the largest packing 
house center in the United States, the 
outbound movement of dressed meats 
and provisions during November ag- 
gsregated 296,060,362 pounds, and were 
over 41,000, 000 pounds in excess of 
similar withdrawals in 1904, although 
more than 8,000,000 pounds less than 
ee ne shipments in 1903. Dur- 

ing the first 11 months of 1905 similar 

shipments from that city reached a 
total of 2.426,644,346 pounds, and were 
considerably heavier than correspond- 
ing movements in either 1904 or 1903. 


Grain Eaports Heavy. 


Of the exports of grain from _ the 
United States for November, accord- 
ing to preliminary returns, which in- 
clude about $7 per cent of such move- 
ments, 11,891,612 bushels were shipped 
via Atlantic pofts, 3,397,319 bushels 
via Gulf ports, 2,598,189 bushels via 
the Pacific ports, and 1.455,299 bushels 
Via northern border, lake and other 
border ports, making a total export 
movement of 19,342,419 bushels, as 
compared with a corresponding move- 
ment in 1904 of 4,951,394 bushels. In 
the first 11 months of 1905 140,568,477 
| bushels of grain were exported from 
various United States ports, and of 
this quantity 82,421,400 bushels were 
credited to Atlantic ports, 29,289,365 
bushels to Gulf ports. A similar to- 
tal Outbound movement in 1904 aggre- 
sated 58,630,727 bushels. Total corn 
exports for the first 11 months of 1905, 
which amounted to 92,690,618 bushels, 
aS against 38,314,984 bushels in 1904, 
were the greatest factors in the in- 
crease of the former year’s withdraw- 
als, although oat exports also _ in- 
creased from 1,026,245 bushels in 1904 
to 22,802,197 bushels in 1905. 

Cotton Receipts Light. 

According to the latest available com- 
mercial statistics cotton sight receipts 
in the month of November amounted to 
2.164.008 bales, in contrast with 2,369,570 
bales in 1%4 and 2,317,081 bales in 1903. 
For the first three months of the current 
season the amount of cotton brought 
into sight reached a total of 65,449,437 
bales, and was nearly 700,000 bales below 
a similar movement in 1904, but over 
400,000 bales mrore than that for 1903. Of 
the American spinners’ takings for this 
Period 820,001 bales went to Northern 
mills and 698,026 bales to the Southern 
mills, making a total of 1,518,627 bales, 
as conipared with similar takings in 
1904 of 1,500.345 bales, and in 1S of 1,216,- 
695 bales.

Dearth of Wace Farm Labor 
Opens Way for Thou-

ASK MONEY FROM STATE 





Labor Commissioner Has Inter- 
ested London's Lord Mayor 
in Scheme, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 18.--The 30,- 
000 of London's destiute people which 
are to be brought to Virginia for the 


State will net be colonized, according 
to Commissioner of Agriculture Koin- 
er, Who is at the head of the scheme, 
but will be distributed throughout the 
State wherever their services are 
needed by the farmers. 

The farmers of Virginia heretofore 
have depended almost exclusively 
upon the negro labor, but this class of 
help has in recent years become both 
undesirable and hard to obtain. Many 
of the negroes will not work at all 
during the summer months, and many 
others are leaving the State for the 
coal mines of West Virginia and 
Pennsyivania. 

It is only within the last few weeks 
that Commissioner Koimer'’s scheme 
has taken tangible shape. He says 
that immigration in Virginia must be 
encouraged, or that agricultural pur- 
Suits must go to the wall for want of 
labor to work the farms. 

A bill asking for an appropriation 
of $10,000 will be offered at the ap- 
proaching session of the Legislature 
to employ agents to be sent, not only 
into Great Britain, but also to Norway, 
Sweden and Germany for the purpose 
of encouraging immigration to _ this 
State. That bill is also the result of 
the efforts’ of Commissioner Koiner. 

The commissioner believes that with 
the appropriation the plan he has for- 
mulated will bring at least 30,000 or 40,- 
000 able-bodied men from the slums of 
London to the farms of Virginia. The 
agents to be sent abroad will select only 
the best of the labor available.

Coal Shipments Are Late and 
Traffic Men Are in 
Despair, 


Special to iLe Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA. Kan., Jan. 18.—Railroads 
traversing Kansas and tributary points 
in the South: and West are facing a 
shortage of freight cars now which is 
greater than it has been at any other 
‘ime during the fall and@ early winter 
und this means that the situation is 
about as bad as it possibly could be. 

Shippers of grain and general mer- 
chandise, as well, are crying for cars. 
and the best that the railroads can do 
for them is to tell them they will have 
to wait their turn. : 

Although the roads have been adding 
to their equipment as fast as the car 
shops have been able to turn out cars, 
the demand now is so great that the 
traffic officlals are really at a loss to 
know which way to turn. The supply 
of cars is not small, by any means. 
it really is larger than at any other 
time in the history of the Western 
roads, but it is Simply not large eneugh 
to meet the unprecedented demands. It 
is large enough, however, to keep the 
operate officials of the roads up 
nights figuring on how to handle the 
enormous number of freight trains, 
which are constantly being made up 
to go back and forth along the lines. 
If all the lines running through the 
West were doubie tracked the problem 
would be no easy one. 

Rates Soon to Raise. 

One reason for the great demand for 
cars now is that grain rates are soon to 
be restored to the basis they were be- 
fore the rate war of last summer. An- 
nouncement that these rates were to be 
restored were made six weeks ago and 
since that time there has been a flood 
of orders for cars for the movement of 
the bumper wheat and corn crops. All 
orders for cars in before increased rates 
go into effect mean the shipper placing 
the orders will have advantage of the 
old rates and none of the Kansas lines 
have been able to keep up with half of 
the demand. 

A good portion of the wheat crop has 
been moved already, but there is still 
a large amount in the elevators await- 
ing cars, still more is being held for 
higher prices. 

With the corn crop itis different. Ev- 
eryone who has corn to sel] and nearly 
200 million bushels were raised in Kan- 
Sas last season, is anxious to get. it 
moved to Missouri River points anyhow, 
while the export grain rate war is on 
from those points. But’ the roads are 
unable to supply more tthan a third of 
the cars which have been ordered for 
the shipment of corn. As a result, all 
along the lines in the corn belt in the 
State are heaps of corn waiting ship- 
ment. At some points temporary cribs 
have been built, but in the great ma- 
jority of places it has been merely 
piled upon the ground, and some of 
these piles contain as many as 10,000 
buchels. 

This corn was hauled for immediate 
shipment after cars were ordered. Now 
while it is at the mercy of the weather, 
the owners are keeping the wires hot 
demanding cars. 

Nothing would please the railroad of- 
ficials more than to furnish a car for 
every order, but they have not the cars 
and that is all there is to it. They 
cannot rent cars from Eastern lines for 
these lines are as bad off. ‘‘We would 
steal a few cars if we could,” said one 
railroad man. in discussing the situation, 
“but it is pretty hard to steal even one 
freight car nowadays. They seem to be 
more precious than gold.”’ 

Coal Also Slow, 

In addition to the movement of the 
grain crops, freight men say they have 
never before been called on to handle 
such an amount of general merchandise. 
Then again there is a rush of coal from 
all the mines in this part of the country. 
Because of the unusually warm fall coal 
operators have been dilatory. but they 
realize now that the real winter can 
only possibly be but a few days off and 
they are trying to make up for lost 
time. The demands for coal cars can 
not be met more than three-quarters of 
the way. 

So with grain men, coal men and mer- 
chants of all kinds demanding cars, 
which are not available, the railroad 
men have plenty of worries to balance 
their joys when they look over their 
tally sheets and see that the gross earn- 
ings are exceeding those of any other 
period. : 

There is just a trifle of relief in sight. 
Practically all of the cotton crop in 
the South has been moved and the box 
cars which have been in use there are 
being rushed to Kansas and neighboring 
States for grain. But these cars will 
really be only a drop in the bucket.
